Salem Board's Appropria* 


lion For Year Higher 


Than 1947 


A $ 511.000 appropriation for the 
calendar year 1948 was approved 
by the board of education at an 
adjourned meeting Tuesday evening 
in the High school. 
Due to several changes in the 
school district’s tax structure dur­ 
ing the past year, the appropriation 
carries a considerably higher total 
figure than for 1947. 
Last year’s outlay was $ 350,230. 
Salem voters, at last May’s prim­ 
ary election, approved an additional 
1.5 mills tax for teadhers’ salaries 
and the Ohio general assembly in­ 
creased the state’s contribution to 
$153,400 
for 
the 
operation 
of 
schools. 
This helps to explain the board’s 
$511.000 appropriation, which in­ 
cludes charges for bonds and in­ 
terest.

COLUMBUS. March 24—Install­ 
ment buying is necessary to main­ 
tain our economic system, a na­ 
tional credit conference was told 
today. 
Henry H. Heimann of New York, 
executive manager of the National 
Association of Credit Men, address­ 
ing the national conference an con­ 
sumer credit, said;

I. The Jewish people and Vishuv 
(Jewish people of Palestine home­ 
land) will oppose any proposal de­ 
signed to prevent or postpone es­ 
tablishment of a Jewish state. 
3. We categorically reject any 
plan to set up a trusteeship regime 
for Palestine, even for a short period 
of time. A trusteeship would neces­ 
sarily entail denial of the Jewish 
right to national Independence It 
would leave Palestine under a for­ 
eign military regime. 
*3. The failure and disintegration 
of the mandatory administration, 
continuation of which was unani­ 
mously rejected by the United Na­ 
tions, necessitates early arrival In 
Palestine of the U N. conun Aston, 
(on partition). The Jewish provi­ 
sional council of government should 
be recognized without delay by the

TRUMAN 
House Approves 
Bill 289 To 66; 
Veto Anticipated

WASHINGTON. March a4~The house passed today the $ 4800.000.000 
tax-slashing bill, sending it to President Truman. 
In the voting, 84 Democrats joined 205 Republicans in support of the 
measure. Opposing were 64 Democrats and the two American-Labor party 
members, Marcantonlo and Isacaon. 
The measure cuts taxes for all the 52,000,000 Income taxpayers and 
drop® 7,400,000 low Income persons from the tax rolls. 
Truman is expected to veto the bill quickly, perhaps with a message 
citing needs for more billions for military preparedness in the drive to 
stop Communism. 
The question then will be whether the bill’s backers In congress can 
put it Into law over his veto. It takes a two-thirds vote in both senate and 
house to do that. 
That test may come some time next week.

For City of Gorixia 


Cancelled Today

ROME. March 24 — Yugoslavia 
hacked out today from an offer to 
trade Trieste for the Italian City of 
Gorixia. 
The Yugoslav 
foreign 
ministry 
voiced regret over the "apparent 
assumption abroad” that Yugosla­ 
via would Insist on obtaining Gor­ 
ixia in exchange for Trieste. 
At the same time, a ministry 
spokesman hinted Yugoslavia might 
consider some other swap for the 
great Adriatic port now in free 
territory partially occupied by Yug­ 
oslavia. 
An Italian spokesman said yes­ 
terday Italy would reject any Yug­ 
oslav renewal of her offer to bar­ 
ter her claims to Trieste for Owixla. 
Yugoslavia first stjggestgd the swap 
in November, 1948. 
The Yugoslav spokesman said 
last night Foreign «Minister Stan- 
oje Slmic did not intend to advance 
any specific proposal when he told 
newsmen Monday that Yugoslavia 
is ready to seek a compromise on 
Trieete through mutual efforts. 
The spokesman said the fact that 
Simk mentioned the talks of 1946 
and declared Yugoslavia is prepared 
again to go so far in these talks 
wgts misunderstood.

There is no end of the soft-coal strike in sight. 
John Lewis, head of the United Min* Worker*, Is stag­ 
ing one his most sp ectacular demonstrations oi p er­ 
sonal 
p ower—another 
p araly zing 
work 
stop p age 
brought about with scarcely more than a nod oi his 
head. 
He can argue and it can be afcgued 
His behalf 
that he is stay ing within the law. Legal technicalities 
are being satisfied. They p robably will continue to be 
satisfied. Mr. Lewis has good legal advice. He is a 
shrewd strategist. But how shrewd is It to stage a 
demonstration of p ersonal p ower under p resent cir­ 
cumstances? 
As founder of the C. I. O., Mr. Lewis op ened the 
door to the Communists whose mischief has done so 
much to give labor unionism a black ey e and to give 
the United States government some of its worst mo­ 
ments during a p eriod of acute international danger. 
His high-handed attitude did more to bring about the 
Taft-HArtiey reform of labor-management law than 
any single thing that hap p ened after p assage of the 
Wagner act—and further reform will be forthcoming 
if further abuses of labor monop oly occur. Members 
of United Mine Workers, once the beneficiaries of 
p ublic sy mp athy and sup p ort in the struggle for bet­ 
ter working conditions and wages, have been losing 
sy mp athy and sup p ort as it became p lain they were 
dominated by one man with a habit of abusing his 
p ower. The rights of an individual in a rep resentative 
democracy cannot take p recedence over the rights of 
a majority .

Hig h Co st o f Hig h Fly ing 
The p lanners of adequate air defense aren’t likely 
to get all the money they want, not because they have 
a bad case but because of the high cost of high fly ing 
The nation’s ability to p ay the cost of a strong 
aerial arm added to the already existing—and p re­ 
sumably Increasing-cost* of the ground forces and 
the navy is questionable 
Plans recommended by the President's Air Policy 
commission and the Congressional Aviation Policy 
board might add as much as 80 p ercent to p resent de­ 
fense totals. The annual cost of defense would rise 
from a p resent minimum of about 
1 0 billion to as 
much as 18 billion. 
The issue is whether aerial defense on this scale 
must be regarded as a net addition to other ty p es 
of defense, or whether large-scale aerial defense can 
be regarded as a substitute for some of the other ty p es 
of defense, whose coats could be cut back Jn p rop er 
tion to their declining imp ortance 
Senator Taft is among those suggesting that if 
the United State* had the world’s largest air force 
would need to rely so hravUy on traditional 
defense. A new kind of balance would be 
achieved in national defame, he behaves, and costs 
could be balanced accordingly . 
The alternative to a new balance would be the 
net addition of the cost of adequate air defense to 
already existing costs, confronting American tax ­ 
p ay er« with a defense bill so high that future tax 
rates, instead of being reduced, would have to he 
increased.
